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FIFTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 


WALPOLE PUBLIC LIBRARY, 


The Trustees would respectfully submit the following 
report for the year ending December 3Ist, 1890 :-— 

Miss Gough continues to serve as Librarian to the entire 
satisfaction of the Trustees and patrons of the library. 

The new catalogue determined upon last year, has been 
issued. Your Trustees decided upon the adoption of some 
system which, if possible, should group together books of 
like nature or authorship, which should be simple and 


of easy use for the librarian and the public, and which ' 


should be capable of indefinite expansion without alteration 
of the system, to meet the requirements of the future growth 
of the library.” : 

The Dewey, or Decimal system, of classification, supple- 
mented by the Cutter “ author numbers,” appeared to meet 
all these requirements, and in addition to possess the 
advantage that the numbers given the books are no longer 
mere arbitrary figures, but are in themselves indices of the 
subject matter of each volume. 

After mature deliberation and consultation with other 
libraries, this system was adopted. 

A thorough overhauling of the library was necessary as 
a preliminary to the actual work of preparing the cata- 
logue. 465 volumes have been rebound and many other 
books have received minor repairs at the hands of the 
Trustees. 

The work of preparing for the press was placed in the 
hands of an expert, Mrs, S. A. C. Bond, and her assistant 
Miss Bertha Merrill, with such aid as the Trustees could 
give. The firm.of Rockwell & Churchill was intrusted with 
the printing, as the most satisfactory terms were offered 
by this firm, which has had large experience in such work. 

The catalogue was placed in the hands of the printers 
June 24th, 1890, and was ready for delivery Sept 20. It 
contains the titles of 3,590 works, many of which consist of 
several volumes with separate titles. There are in all 
8,731 book-numbers. The proof sheets were corrected,

in addition to the printer’s correction, by Mrs. Bond and 
one of the Trustees, and though some errors will undoubt- 
edly appear, the Trustees believe that they have prepared 
a catalogue that will serve the readers of this town for 
many years. Owing to the large number of Public Docu- 
ments and the fact that they are rarely, if ever, called for, 
your Trustees felt justified in excluding them from the 
catalogue. They have been systematically arranged on 
the shelves, and may be consulted there by application to 
the Librarian. Any printed catalogue will in time become 
out of date, from the addition of new books. 

The library card-catalogue is the only one which can be 
constantly kept up to date. | 

Your Trustees hope to establish one in the near future 
to include all works in the library (including Public Docu- 
ments), and to describe each book more fully than is 
practicable in a printed catalogue. A beginning has been 
made in this work. 

It has been our custom during the past year to keep 
books of Travel, History and Biography, on the table, for 
the purpose of attracting attention to them. It has resulted 
in the increased circulation of that class of literature. 

The same magazines are taken as last year with the 
addition of “The Arena.”

The fact of the library being closed for three months 
accounts for the decreased circulation as compared with 
last year. The largest circulation was in November and 
the smallest in July. 

Your Trustees would gratefully acknowledge the gift of 
$100 from the Hon. F. W. Bird; but even with his gener- 
ous help the appropriation for last year was insufficient to 
meet all the extra expense connected with the new cata- 
logue. The Trustees would therefore recommend that the 
town appropriate and raise $700 the same as last year.

Chap. 149. In the year one thousand Rene hundred 


and eighty-eight. 


An Act tocause Proper Sanitary Provisions and Proper 
Ventilation in Public Buildings and School Houses. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows :— 

Section 1, Every public building and every school 
house shall be kept in a cleanly state and free from effluvia 
arising from any drain, privy or other nuisance, and shall 
be provided with a sufficient number of proper water- 
closets, earth-closets or privies, for the reasonable use of 


the persons admitted to such -public building or of pupils 


attending such school house. 

Sect. 2. Every public building and every school house 
shall be ventilated in such a proper manner that the air 
shall not become so exhausted as to be injurious to tlae 
health of the persons present therein. The provisions of 
this section and the preceding section shall be enforced by 
the inspection department of the district police force. 

Sect. 3. Whenever it shall. appear to an inspector of 
factories and public buildings that further or different 
sanitary provisions or means of ventilation are required in 
any public building or school house in order to conform to 
the requirements of this act, and that the same can be 
provided without incurring unreasonable expense, such 
inspector may issue a written oraer to the proper person 
or authority directing such sanitary provisions or means of 
ventilation to be provided, and they shall thereupon be 
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provided in accordance with such order by the public 
authority, corporation or person having charge of, owning 


or leasing such public building or school house. 


Sect. 4. Any school committee, public officer, corpora- 
tion or person neglecting for four weeks after the receipt 


_of an order from an inspector, as provided in the preceding 


section, to provide the sanitary provisions or means of © 
ventilation required thereby shall be punished by fine not 


exceeding one hundred dollars. 

Sect: 5. The expression ‘‘public building” used in this 
act means any building or premises used asa place of 
public entertainment, instruction, resort or assemblage. The 
expression “school house” means any building or premises 
in which public or private instruction is afforded to not 
less than ten pupils at one time. 

Sect. 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

After receiving the above communication your Commit- 
tee immediately set about the work of complying with the 
law.

I am informed that the Centre School House, Walpole 


was finished for occupancy in 1886, if such is the fact the’ 


wooden ducts in said house designed for ventilation, was 
placed therein and permitted to remain in violation of the 
Statutes, consequently should be removed. It looks to 
me as though your architect had made it necessary to ex- 
pend quite a sum of money to put this building in the con- 
dition as required by law. I would like for you to dele 
gate a member of your committee to call at my office 
Saturday morning to confer with me about the matter, 
The sum of money appropriated by your town is entirely 
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inadequate to put the building in any kind of shape, and 
the plan as agreed upon by the Committee and the Exeter 
Machine Co., is ill adapted for the proper ventilation of 
said school house. In making provisions for the admis- 
sion and removal of air to a school room, giving not less 
than thirty cubic feet per pupil, large areas in ducts are

_ For reasons made evident by the above correspondence 
your committee proceeded to get estimates from the 
various companies that make a business of heating and 
ventilating public buildings. 

Estimates were made by the following companies : 


Smead Warming and Ventilating Co., Walworth M'f’g. 


Co., B. F. Sturtevant, and Exeter Machine Works. Esti- 
mates were from $5,000 to $2,500. 

The estimate of the Exeter Machine Co., of Exeter, N. 
H., was several hundred dollars less than that of any other 
company, and this company were willing to make a con- 


- tract to heat and ventilate the building to the entire 


satisfaction of the State Inspectors for $2,500. 

The matter was laid before a special town meeting called 
in July and the sum of $2,500 was appropriated to do the 
work. 

The contract was immediately drawn up and signed by 
both parties and work begun-as soon as possible. 

Owing to the delay made necessary by this change of 
plans it was late in August before work could be com- 


-menced. It was found necessary to delay opening the 


schools until Sept. 15th, on account of the alterations 
made necessary in the rooms. After this date work was 


carried on during school hours without materially disturb-. 


ing the schools. 


Late in November the work was completed and tested 


by the State Inspectors, and the results are best expressed 
in their own report: 
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Extract from report of the Chief of the Massachusetts 
District Police for the year ending Dec. 31, 1890. (Public 
document No, 32.) 


“Recently atest was made of these rooms, some of which 


were occupied by a small number of pupils, while others 
were up to their full capacity. The estimate for warming 
and ventilating was made upon a basis of fifty pupils to a 
room. The temperature of the outer air was 36°, and the 
result of the test in two of the primary rooms occupied by 
the largest number of pupils is herewith given. North- 
east room, first floor, number present 46; temperature of 
room, 72°; amount of warm air furnished 2,000 cubic feet 
per minute, at a temperature of 76°; amount removed 
through ventilating duct, 2,165 cubic feet per minute at a 
temperature of 72°; carbonic acid test, 5.5 parts in 10,000. 
South-east room, first floor, number present 52; tempera- 
ture of room 70°; amount of warm air supplied 2,000 cubic 
feet per minute at a temperature of 70°; amount removed 
through ventilating duct 2,300 cubic feet, at a temperature 
of 70°. This condition was continuous. Every room in 
the building gave a supply of 2,000 cubic feet per minute, 
and in the High school room each pupil was supplied with 
at least 45 cubic feet per minute of warm, pure air. In 
this room three sides are exposed to the weather, viz: 
west, north and east sides, yet the temperature varied 
but 2¢; it was 70° at the inner wall, 68¢ on west side, 68° 
on north side, and 69° on east side.” 

Owing to imperfect circulation, the best results of the 
system were not at first obtained, but since the opening 
of the new year the contractors have remedied this diffi- 
culty, and at the time of writing the system appears to be 
perfect. 

A second inspection has been made and the following 
letter will state the results :

I visited the building 
several times while it was being placed therein, and since 
its completion tested its working in company with other 
members of this department, who also pronounced ita 
most complete and thorough piece of work. The details 
of my examination are printed in the annual report of the 
Inspection Department, a copy of which is in your posses- 
sion. It is gratifying to know that the committee have 
been interested in making their Centre School House 
complete in all of its appointments and conform to the 
requirements of the law in every particular. I do most 
heartily commend the ventilating system so economically 
arranged in this building to the consideration of commit- 
tees representing towns and cities where changes are to 
be made.

NORTH AND SOUTH SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


The $1200 appropriated for remodelling these buildings 
has been used and most satisfactory results obtained with- 
out exceeding the amounts granted by the town. 

_By building additions upon the side of each for cloak- 
- rooms and halls and removing the partitions of the former 
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hall-ways, the primary rooms have been enlarged and are 
now much better lighted and in every way are improve- 
ment on the former plans. 

The furnace in the old Center School was repaired and 
placed in the South School House, thus securing sufficient 
heating apparatus. 


TRANSPORTATION. 


The contract for transporting the High School pupils 
from East and North Walpole was let out to Mr. J. C. 
Madigan of East Walpole, for $350, for one year dating 
from May 1, 1890. 

The car fare of pupils from South Walpole has been 
paid, and the appropriation is ample to pay all expenses to 
May Ist, 1891.

The large number of resignations in one year in a town 
that requires only fourteen teachers in its school furnishes 
food for reflection. 


The information has gone abroad and not without good 
reasons, that the schools of Walpole are in many respects 
superior to those of many country towns of the same size, 
and paying same salaries. 

The superintendents of larger towns and cities, who are 
always in search of good teachers, knowing that such are 
to be found in our schools and knowing that they are able 
to offer them larger salaries, visit us frequently. Asa 
result of these altogether too frequent visits we are soon in 
receipt of one or two resignations to take effect immediate- 
ly, or at most one or two weeks. 


The old saying, “Big fish eat little ones” never had a 
more literal exemplification. 


You ask “Why not require the teacher to give a longer 
notice?’ The answer is contained in the arguments used 
by Superintendents and School Committees to induce the 
teacher to accept their position. 


Their argument was after this fashion :—‘‘Now, Miss A. 
we want you to come to us next Monday morning. We 
cannot hold this place open longer than that. We have 
_.seen Miss B.. in the town of W——, and also Miss C. in 
F and either one of them would be glad of the place. 
We would much rather have you as your work is superior 


to theirs. ' 


Then, you must remember, that this town does not 
‘appreciate your services which is evidenced by your small 
‘salary. Now, if you will accept our position, we will pay 
you what your services are worth (here a tempting offer is 


y 
made). Now, we must have a teacher next Monday, and 
will you take it? If not, we must take Miss B. of W., and 
you will lose a good opportunity to better your circum- 
stances.” 

Remembering the fact that teachers, as well as people in 
other occupations, are teaching for money and not for senti- 
ment, who can blame them for accepting such arguments 
as the above? 

Without further discussion, the bare fact remains that 


we must either resign ourselves to this condition of things 


and submit to seeing our schools kept back and disorgan- 
ized ; work delayed and good discipline destroyed by these 
frequent changes or else rise and meet the difficulty face to 
face. , 

There are two ways in which we can partially overcome 
this obstacle to the success of our schools: 


(1.) Haveacontract, mutually signed, requiring at least 


amonth’s notice of any intention to resign, also granting 


the teacher a month’s notice if sufficient cause should arise 
for her dismissal. Two weeks salary could be witheld as a 
forfeit for breach of contract, and if occasion should arise 
when it seemed best to have a teacher leave at once, two 


_ weeks’ salary could be paid her for termination of contract 


by the Committee. 

(2.) Another way to retain the teachers would be to 
raise the salaries. The maximum salaries paid our lady 
teachers is $10 per week, or $400 per year of forty weeks. 


Many of our teachers are now receiving this salary and 


have been receiving the same for several years. 
I would recommend that when you elect the teachers for 


___the coming year, that all who are receiving less than $400 


per year be re-elected at the rate of $400 per year if their 
work is satisfactory. All those who have been receiving 
$400 for one or more years, and whose work is of a quality 
to warrant it, be re-elected at $425 for the next year, and 
that each year thereafter, that the salaries of all teachers 
whose work is satisfactory, be increased $25 yearly, until 
the salary of $500 is reached. This will be doing nothing 
more than keeping along with other towns in the state that 


have been troubled in the same way. 


I would recommend that these methods be employed 
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together, and I think it would in a large measure remedy 
the difficulty. Knowing the pride with which the people 
look to their schools and the generosity manifested by the 
town in their behalf in former years, I can but feel that 
you would receive unanimous support from the citizens in 
making some efforts to retain good teachers for longer 
terms of service. | 


TEXT BOOKS. 


There is an absolute necessity for increasing the number 
of text books in our schools. _ 

Some classes are without any books at all in arithmetic, 
necessitating the writing of all problems on the board by 
the teacher. 

In the High school, several classes are without text 
books in several studies, such as chemistry, physics, 
zoology, mineralogy, geometry and some others. 

This state of things is a cause of much annoyance to 
both teacher and pupil. | 

While I believe that a teacher should ¢each the subject 
without a text book, I do not think it is good policy to 
confine pupils to their topics and notes as a source of all 
their knowledge. 

One of the chief objects of an education should be to 
know how to consult books, and extract from their pages 
those things you wish to know. 

While pupils’ lessons should not be assigned by pages in 
any book, they should be made to search for facts in books. 
I have no sympathy with this practice of doing away with 
text books altogether'and making the teachers, blackboard 
and note book take their place. : 

Undoubtedly many teachers have abused text books, but 
that is no reason why they should be banished from our 


schools. To purchase all books needed will make quite an ~ | 


expense, but I think it should be done to relieve the 
teachers from putting so much work on the blackboards, 
and let the teachers occupy their time more profitably. 

| ATTENDANCE, 


The record of attendance is such as to demand our care- 
ful attention. The per cent of attendance has fallen from 


» 


‘ 
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QI last year to 88 this year. There are good reasons for 
this that need explanation. 
Owing to “la grippe” a large number of pupils were kept 
from school beside those that have been out with other 
diseases. 
Another reason for the falling off isin the change in 
method of keeping the records. 
__ Formerly it was the custom to consider a child that had 
been absent five consecutive days a “non-member” and all 
absences after that did not count in forming records. 


With the present system a pupil is considered a member 
until the teacher receives reliable information that the 
pupil does not intend tocome again; thus he is marked 
absent for a week or month as the case may be. 


The records should be kept to show a child’s attendance 
or non-attendance at school and not for per cents. 


Another thing to which I would call your attention is 
tardiness. You will see that the number has decreased 
steadily from 1282 in 1887 to only 524 in 1800. 


Of this nuthber, 295 were made by pupils in the High 
School, and is a disgrace to the school. All the other 
schools in town had only 229. The D Primary grade, 
numbering nearly as many as the High school, had only 21. 


There is no excuse for this wretched showing by our 
High school pupils, and radical measures will be taken to 
prevent a recurrence. | 


In general, the work of the year has been encouraging, 
and has been kept up toa high grade with only a few 
exceptions. The interruptions caused by the many 
changes of teachers at the East school has put the school 
behind, but with extra care this can be overcome in'‘a 
short time. 

The improvements made in the school buildings during 
the past year have made them much better adapted to the 
wants of pupils and teachers. | 

The study of drawing under the direction of Miss 
Anderson has made good progress, and although it will 
take a few years to get a complete system introduced, yet 
the work thus far has been carefully and thoroughly done. 

The relations between teachers and superintendent have 
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been most pleasant during the year, and all work has been 
harmonious. 

In closing my report I would thank the committee for 
their cordial support and assistance during the past year, 
and I would also, through you, thank the citizens of 
Walpole for their interest and many kind words of en- 


couragement.
